ing tobacco iu this section may bo tho bet- 
ter posted on tho "Sumatra deal," wo copy 
the following article from the Honio- 
stfad, which fully explains tho question; 


It will bo remembered by readers of 


tho Homesfond moro than nino raontha 
ago thnt tho defects ol the new tariff law 
wherein they ralate to tobacco were point- 
ed out by Mr. a. Q. Hubbard, of Hat- 
ileld, Mass., who represented the New 
England tobacco growers' association at 
Washington last winter when the matter 
was up before congress: Tho law reads 
as follows; "Loaf tobacco, ot which 85 
percent, is of the requisite fiizo and of 
the necessary fineness of texture to be 
suitable for wrappers, aud oC which more 
than one hundred loaves are required to 
weigh a pound, it not stemmed sevonty- 
fivo cents per pound; it stemmed one 
dollar per pound." Strong efforts wore 
made before tho congressional commit- 
tee of reference to amend tho 85 percent, 
provision by substituting 00 per cent., 
undor which nothing could bo gained by 
mixing fillers with wrappers in order to 
make a saving in the duties. 


We knew two months ago thnt the im- 


porters wore working up a tost coso. An 
invoice of Sumatra tobacco had been 
imported for tho purpose of tasting tho 
tariff law on Sumatra tobaoco, The to- 
bacco was packed 20 per cent poor trash 
and SO per cent fino wrappers, The oaso 
was referred to tho secretary of the treas- 
ury and he lias iast decided that anyone 
can import tobacco packed in this man- 
ner provided there is not over 85 per cent 
of tho package fit for wrappers, under the 
8!3 cent rate, and the. smart importer has 
gained by this trick an oxtrn profit of 33a, 
per pound over hie honest neighbor. Tho 
small difference is not much1 gain in pro- 
tection to boast of by the formers. 


The danger now is that on tho strength 


oC.this decision, dunng tho recess of 
congress, largo quantities of Sumatra 
tobacco 
will 
be 
imported 
into

York. The market is already 


sorioiifily affected. 
In viow ot these 


facts, all farmers interested in the pro- 
duction of tobacco, should use what in- 
fluence they can bring to bear on their 
senators and members of congress of 
both political parties, to make a iinitod 
effort to prevent the disastrous resiiltn to 
trade and business that may possibly fol- 
low tho secretary's decision. Perhaps 
tho secretary can bo induced to suspend 
his ruling so as to require tbo importers 
to pay the whole 75 conts duly nndor 
protest, and thpn lot it go to tho courts 
for final deciaion. In tho meantime,

It begins to look as though we ave to 


havo another railroad: The sreat rail- 
road [controversy which is r:ow going on 
between all the/western road point to this 
one fact, and a dispatch, dated St. Paul, 
January 4th, to the Chicago Times nays: 
"Notwithstanding the Illinois Central's 
denial of backing the new road into west 
St. Paul, that road is believed here to be 
at the bottom of the scheme. It is pointed 
out that John S. Kennedy, tha second 
official in rank in the Manitoba road, ia 
president of the Illihdis Central branch 
running from Waterloo to Mora. Ho is 
also tho American representative oC a 
large foreign interest in tho Illinois Cen- 
tral. 
The conclusion from this is that 


the Illinois Central will be tho Manito- 
ba's outlet to tho east and tliat close traf- 
fic arrangements will bo ranJo between 
thejtwo roads. The|MamtobP. road is acx- 
ious for an eastern outlet, and for some 
time rumor has given it sovonil roads 
for this object. A railroad official suys 
to-day that the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quinoj ia coming to St. Paul, and to St. 
Pail proper. It will not cross the river 
at Hastings, but.will come up tha cost 
side, entering iho city through a tunnel. 
During December tho Burlington pur- 
chased sixty thousand tons of steel rr.ils* 
The Burlington will during the sea- 
son build to a junction with the Wiscon- 
sin Central, in order to gcin access to the 
lumber regions of Wisconsin. A Imo hns 
already been located to Jancavillo and 
Madison, and it is without doubt the in- 
tention to construct a line to Portage. 
The Bock Island is not believed to have 
in contemplation any additional liuo into 
St. Paul. It has already tho Minneapo- 
lis and St, Lotus, and to secure a short 
route it would bo required to build an 
entire now lino from Chicago to St. Paul." 
This, with the fact that tho engineers of 
the Burlington company made tho survey 
last summer as referred to abovo, would 
seem to confirm (ho report, which wo 
hope is tho case.
